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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-20 drawn to a bearing system with an oil scavenging system 
classified in class 184, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 21-31 drawn to a gas turbine engine system with a scavenging 
system, classified in class 60, subclass 39.08 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed because the combination claims either the gas turbine shaft is 
the main shaft and/or further the main shaft is supported by a bearing assembly and/or the 
due to the much more extensive structure claim (claim 25) including the first, second and 
third means, used in means + function recitations requires the detailed structure under 35 
USC 1 12, 6 paragraph. Group I does not have to be a main shaft, hence it could be an 
auxiliary shaft or take off shaft or secondary shaft; moreover, Group I does not require 
have the detailed structure of claim 25. Group I has a separate utility and can be used for 
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example in a turbocharger, an internal combustion engine, etc. It is noted that the 
Examiner is a practitioner in class 60 and would examine Group II. 
2. A telephone call was made to Ogilvy Renault on 1 1/14/2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
